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(57) Abstract: A method of labelling an image for dis- 
play on a screen is disclosed together with a computer 
program, a computer-readable storage medium and ap- 
paratus for the same. The method comprises the steps 
of retrieving the image, displaying the image rotated, 
and displaying first and second text labels on the image 
wherein each label identifies a part or feature of the im- 
age, and wherein the first text label is displayed in accor- 
dance with one labelling scheme, and the second text la- 
bel is displayed in accordance with a different labelling 
scherne.Also disclosed is a method of labelling in which 
a text label is displayed on a rotated image wherein the 
label is rotated to one of a plurality of possible orienta- 
tions relative to the rotated image. 
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
